When a person is fined $100 and sen-1 


fenced to three days In county jail for! 
driving while Intoxicated, but he serves I 
nine days, does he get monetary credit for 
the extra six days? How much? 


Prisoners can "lay out" their court- 


assessed fines at the rate of $5 a day, Jailer 
Roy McNeal said. 


In the case you mention, the prisoner 


would first serve his three day sentence 
with no monetary credit. Then, if he 
served six additional days, his fine would 
be reduced by $30. 


Prisoners may also, at the discresion of 


jail officers, qualify for additional credit 
by working at the jail rather than just 
laying out the time. That procedure is 
qualified, McNeal said, because not all 
prisoners can be trusted enough to work 
outdoors and around the jail without 
running off. 


Those who can, he said, are given the 


opportunity for the additional credit 
against their fine. 


If a person copies a painting, slightly 


changing the subject and coloring, would it 
be considered plagiarism? The painting is 
to be sold. Also, would it be legal If the 
original artist is given credit? 


It would likley be illegal if the painting 


has been copyrighted. Title 17 of the U.S. 
Code lists 14 broad classes of works in 
which copyright may be claimed, in- 
cluding works of art. As detailed in that 
1909 law, copyright covers "Published or 
unpublished works of artistic 
craft- 


smanship, insofar as their form but not 
their mechanical or utilitarian aspects are 
concerned, such as artistic jewelry, 
enamels, glassware, and tapestries, as 
well as works belonging to he fine arts, 
such as paintings, drawings, and sculp- 
ture." 


If the painting you wish to copy has been 


copyrighted, then the familiar copyright 
symbol should appear "on some accessible 
portion of the copies," and it is not ad- 
missable to use a detachable tag bearing 
the artist's name. 


If a work of art is "published," that is, if 


it is offered to the general public for ob- 
servation, viewing, or sale, then the artist 
automatically forfeits all rights to ex- 
clusive profit from the work. In fact, some 
courts have held it illegal to add a 
copyright notice after initial publication, 
which such was not done originally. 


Ideas cannot be copyrighted — only the 


form that portrays an idea. Therefore, if 
you wished to paint a mountain scene like 
one you have already seen done, that is 
apparently legal. If you decide, however, 
to substantially borrow elements of style 
from a copyrighted painting, you could be 
in trouble. 


If you are in serious doubt about the 


legality involved, you probably should 
contact 
an 
attorney 
familiar 
with 


copyrights. 


But, if the painting carries no mention of 


copyright or the copyright symbol near 
the artist's name, then that work remains 


public domain and you may use it 


without fear of penalty under law. 


Or, as the copyright office states it: 


"The rights in a work will be permanently 
lost unless all published copies bear a 
notice 
in the 
form 
and 
position 


described..." 


In any case, the copyright office in- 


dicated, simply giving an author or artist 
credit is not in compliance with the law if 
the work is copyrighted. You must first get 
permission 
from 
the 
holder of the 


copyright and also meet any financial 
arrangements he wishes to ask from you 
for use of his work. 


Do you know if there are any plans for a

Doesn't the Gas company put more air in 


gas lines on cold days so that the pressure 
will make sure the gas gets to your house? 
Sometimes your gas stove will flame up 
and start blowing at you, and I've always 
been told that's from air in the line. How do 
they make sure they're charging you for 
gas and not the air? 


Lone Star Gas Co. never puts air in their 


gas lines for any reason, regional manager 
Bob Jones said. 


"No, air is never put in the gas lines. The 


gas-air mixture is controlled by the ap- 
pliance, not through the gas lines." 


Therefore, he said, you are not charged 


for any air in the lines. 


If your gas stove is flaring, a serviceman 


may need to check the valve on the stove to 
be sure it is properly adjusted and not 
allowing so much air that it might blow out 
the flame. 


Do the Marines have a military

The Corsicana Independent 


School District will close its 
doors on Thursday and Friday 
of this week due to an outbreak 
of flu which resulted in over 16 
per cent absence in schools 
Wednesday morning. 


Acting Superintendent Euin 


Frank announced the decision 
to close this morning after 
checking attendance at each of 
the schools. "We have the worst 
rate of absenteeism I recall 
ever seeing in Corsicana with 
752 students out at 10 a.m. this 
morning," Frank said. Frank 
also said 12 teachers were out. 


Frank reached the decision to 


close the schools after con- 
sulting members of the school 
board Wednesday morning. The 
board met Tuesday at noon to 
discuss 
closing 
down, 
but 


decided to wait one .more day, 
upon Frank's recommendation. 


The absentee figures showed 


642 students absent Monday at 
10 a.m., 737 students absent 
Monday at 3 p.m. and 644 
students absent Tuesday at 10 
a.m., just prior to the meeting. 


AT THAT MEETING, Frank 


told the board he was reluctant 
to close down school anytime, 
but especially that early in the 
week. "If we close down now we 
have the problem of getting 
them back on Friday," he told 
the board. 


Since the figures showed a 


slight decline in absenteeism on 
Tuesday, Frank recommended 


that the board wait one more 
day to see if the situation im- 
proved. It didn't, thus the 
decision to close down today. 


Frank also announced this 


morning that teachers would 
have an in-service training day 
on Thursday, with each teacher 
to report to assigned buildings. 
"This will take the place of the 
in-service 
day 
originally 


scheduled for Monday, March 
1," Frank said. That day, which 
was to be a holiday for students, 
will now be a regular school 
day. 
| 


"We're naturally concerned

youngsters and I think a 4-day 
break should get a lot of them 
well," Frank said of the closing. 
However, he did say absentee 
figures will again be checked on 
Monday.

Social Security beneficiaries 


may earn more this year 
without forfeiting any part of 
their social security, according 
to 
David 
Helmer, 
social 


security branch manager in 
Corsicana. Beginning in 1976 
people on social security can 
earn up to $2760 and collect all 
their social security checks. 
The amount allowed for 1975 
was $2520. 


People who earn over the new 


figure of $2760 may still get 
some social security payment, 
but every two dollars they earn 
above $2760 normally will cause 
a reduction of one dollar in their 
social security payment for the 
year. No matter how high their 
1976 earnings, Helmer said, 
beneficiaries will be able to 
collect social security for any 
months in which they do not 
earn more than $230 in wages. 


and are not actively engaged in 
self-employment. 


Also this year the amount of 


wages and self-employment 
income taxable for social 
security purposes 
will be 


$15,300. The figure for 1975 was 
$14,100. 


Helmer explained that these 


increases result from a 1972 law 
which automatically calculates 
the amount of exempt earnings 
and the amount taxable to 
workers, employers, and self- 
employed people. 


According to Helmer about 


one and one third million 
working beneficiaries 
will 


receive about 150 million dollars 
more in their 1976 checks. At the 
same time the increase in the 
taxable base should add over 2 
billion dollars 
in additional 


revenue to the social security 
trust funds in 1976.

Mrs. Spence receives 
food 


stamps and aid from the Aid to 
Families 
With 
Dependent 


Children program (AFDC). She 
has custody of four grand- 
children and also supports a 
daughter and son living at 
home. 


THE WELFARE department 


chaged that Mrs. Spence's son, 
Robert, worked occasionally 
with Corsicana Motor Co. and 
brought in an average of $100 
per month, but Mrs. Spence did 
not report 
this income when 


applying for welfare aid. 


Mrs. 
Spence did tell the 


Department that her son was 
receiving a VA check 
and 


reported 
her 
income 
from 


Social 
Security. 
She 
was 


receiving food stamps with a 
value of $218 at a cost of $98 and 
$37 per month from AFDC. 


The charges against Mrs. 


Spence were filed in September 
of 1975. The trial has been 
delayed by motions by defense. 


WILLIE MATOUS, Robert 


Spence's employer, said that 
Spence had worked on and off 
for Corsicana Motors for 20 
years. He also testified that he 
paid Robert Spence in cash and 
never paid any of his earnings 


to Mrs. Spence. He also said 
that he never told Mrs. Spence 
that 
Robert 
Spence 
was 


working at Corsicana Motors. 
Mrs. Spence testified that she 
knew Robert had worked for 
Corsicana Motors 20 years ago 
but did not know he had worked 
there since. 


When Matous was asked if as

"Mrs. Spence has always 


been forthright and honest with 
me. However, I have caught the 
Welfare Department messing 
with her," Skinner testified, he 
was not allowed to elaborate. 


He testified that having in- 


terviewed Mrs. Spence 10 to 15 
times he was able to say she 
was absolutely honest with him. 


MRS. SPENCE went up to the 


bench to thank county Judge 
Rob Dunn after he announced 
her acquittal and then nearly

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Ford says he and chal- 
lenger Ronald Reagan differ on 
some issues. But whether it's a 
philosophical difference seems 
to depend on which of the Pres- 
ident's statements one hears. 


At one point in a nationally 


broadcast 
news 
conference 


Tuesday 
night, Ford 
said, 


"Governor Reagan is to the 
right of me philosophically." 
Elaborating on their differences 
about federal spending and So- 
cial Security, he said "it is a 
somewhat 
different 
philoso- 


phy." 


But a few minutes later, in 


response to another Reagan 
question, Ford said, "I don't 
think there are any philosophi- 
cal differences.... I think he 
is to the right of me in a prag- 
matic and practical way." 


Either way, Ford also de- 


clared that "anybody to the 
right of me, Democrat or Re- 
publican, can't win a national 
election." 


He named no other names, 


but on the Democratic side 
seemed clearly to be referring 
to Gov. George C. Wallace of 
Alabama. 


In stressing the Social Secur- 


ity and federal spending issues, 
Ford continued to hit at themes 
he believes will help him in the 
New Hampshire and Florida 
primaries. 


But he declined two opportun- 


ities at the news conference to 
flatly predict victories. 


"I think we will do well in 


both.... I am encouraged in 
both cases," he said. 


Reagan campaign manager 


Lyn Nofziger challenged Ford's 
recitations of the former Cali- 
fornia 
governor's 
positions. 


Ford said Reagan has sug- 
gested from time to time that 
Social Security ought to be vol- 
untary and that he has sug- 
gested Social Security funds 
might be invested in the stock 
market. 


Nofziger said Reagan "has 


been stating very clearly that 
he believes 
Social 
Security 


must be mandatory" and that 
Reagan has never proposed 
stock market investment for 
the fund. Reagan told a news 
conference in Florida last week 
that Social Security funds "are 
not invested, as they could be 
invested, 
in 
the 
industrial 


might of America." 


Ford said he disagreed with 


what he described as Reagan's 
proposal of "a $90-billion cut in 
federal expenditures transfer- 
Ang the responsibilities and the 
programs to the local and state 
officials where they either have 
to abandon the programs or 
raise taxes to support them." 


Nofziger said Reagan "has 


always 
proposed

funds back to the states must 
be accompanied by a transfer 
of tax sources."

The Senate Rules Conunittee 


scheduled hearings for today on 
proposals to reconstitute the 
Federal Election Commission, 
which will lose many of its 
powers after Feb. 29 unless 
Congress revamps the new fed- 
eral election law that was par- 
tially struck down by the Su- 
preme Court. 


Sen. 
James 
L. Buckley, 


Cons.-R-N.Y., whose name led 
the lawsuit attacking the law, 
called Tuesday for prompt and 


major restructuring of the cam- 
paign finance procedure. 


He said a new Justice De- 


partment unit should enforce 
the law, the Congress should 
not be allowed as at present to 
veto FEC regulations and the 
limits on campaign contribu- 
tions that were upheld by the 
Supreme 
Court 
should 
be 


raised. 


House Speaker Carl Albert 


said he was confident new 
agreement could be reached on 


a new law including a reconsti- 
tuted commission before the 
end-of-the-month deadline set 
by the court. The fight to re- 
constitute the commission is ex- 
pected to be tougher in the 
House because of the opposition 
of Rep. Wayne L. Hays, D- 
Ohio, chairman of the com- 
mittee handling election legisla- 
tion. 


But if the panel is not re- 


constituted, the faucet of feder- 
al matching funds may be 


turned off as of March 1. Even 
as the debate over its future 
continued Tuesday, the FEC 
certified Reagan for an addi- 
tional $494,687.68 in government 
money for his campaign. 


At the same time, the Nation- 


al 
Abortion 
Rights 
Action 


League filed a complaint with 
the FEC trying to stop the 
award of any matching funds to 
antiabortionist 
Ellen 


McCormack. She is campaign- 
ing for the presidency on a 


single-issue platform and sub- 
mitted her matching funds ap- 
plication Jan. 31. 


She claims she has raised the 


required $5,000 in each of 20 
states from individual contribu- 
tions of $250 or less. 


The FEC staff, now auditing 


the McCormack 
submission, 


plans to report to the commis- 
sion Thursday. 


There were these other politi- 


cal developments Tuesday: 


—Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 


Wash., called for a "maximum 
determined national effort" to 
rebuild the U.S. Navy, which he 
said has fallen dangerously be- 
hind the Soviet navy. Jackson 
said as president he would in- 
crease the fleet to from 650 to 
700 ships instead of the present 
477. 


—Jackson also made public 


his federal income tax returns 
for the past five years, which 
showed he earned $322,210 dur- 
ing the period 1971-1975. Ac- 


cording to the returns, he do- 
nated 
$102,725 received 
for 


speeches and o;her honoraria to 
charity. 


—Fred Harris called on all 


the Democratic contenders to 
develop a joint program that 
would put people back to work. 


—Sen. Birch Bayh said he 


will introduce legislation 
to 


eliminate 
discrimination 


against military women in such 
areas as enlistment, promotion 
and job opportunities. 


WASHINGTON I API-Rich- 


ard E. Wiley completes his sec- 
ond year as chairman of the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission next month with a feel- 
ing 
of accomplishment, but 


unable to eliminate two big 
frustrations in the job. 


They involve personal soft 


spots, his love of children and 
his strong belief in the role of 
religion in his and others' lives. 


"I get letters from people 


who ask 'why don't you do 
something to protect those kids 
from violence and sex on tele- 
vision?'" he said. 'It frustrates 


me. They don't understand that 
I can't under the law say this 
program is too violent or take 
this program off." 


The FCC has "gone about as 


far as we can," Wiley said. 


What makes his frustration 


so great is that Wiley, 41, the 
father of three children, was 
the person who persuaded the 
television industry to institute 
the early evening family view- 
ing period. This is aimed at re- 
ducing exposure of children to 
television sex and violence. 


The boyish-looking chairman 


said in an interview that broad- 


casters have a responsibility to 
protect children from programs 
that "can have a deleterious ef- 
fect on kids. That's why I've 
been a vigorous spokesman for 
self-regulation and will continue 
to be." 


The other frustration is that 


the FCC hasn't been able to 
persuade millions of people the 
FCC isn't considering, and nev- 
er considered, banning religion 
from radio and TV. 


What the FCC did was get a 


petition over a year ago from 
two California residents, asking 
for a freeze on FM radio licens- 


es to religious groups to see if 
they were getting too many of 
the scarce channels. The com- 
mission turned that down unan- 
imously last Aug. 1, saying it 
would do nothing "to promote 
nor inhibit religion." 


But the erroneous rumor that 


the decision involved banning 
religion brought the biggest 
avalanche of mail in FCC his- 
tory, and it's still coming in big 
batches along with petitions of 
protest. The letters may total 
"over two million, although no- 
body's actually counted them. 


"I'm still getting letters and 


phone calls at home," Wiley 
said. "I try as decently as I 
can to explain the facts. I do 
feel some sense of frustration 
because I happen to believe 
that religious broadcasting is 
an important part of public in- 
terest." 


Wiley is a pillar of the 


Cherrydale Methodist church in 
Arlington, Va., and when asked 
what effect this has on his ac- 
tions as FCC chairman, said: 
"If you believe in religion, 
Christianity in my case, you 
have to feel that affects the 
whole man. It isn't just a Sun- 


day morning operation. So ob- 
viously there's an intangible as- 
pect to it that I would hope per- 
vades all my life, not only my 
working life, but hopefully in 
my home life and in my rela- 
tion with others. I can't say I 
always meet the Christian 
ideal, but I think I make a rea- 
sonable effort to treat others as 
you hope to be treated." 


As he nears his second anni- 


versary as FCC chairman, Wi- 
ley said he hopes one of his ac- 
complishments is "to make 
government more efficient ... 
I'm interested in trying to get 


the commission making deci- 
sions more quickly because I 
think a lot of people are frus- 
trated with administrative de- 
lay." 


His efforts are demonstrated 


in a fivefold increase in the 
number of decisions handed 
down weekly — from about 20 
to 100 — and that much of the 
backlog of major questions has 
been cleared up. "People have 
to judge whether the decisions 
are good ones or bad ones, but 
I think we're making good deci- 
sions and quick decisions," Wi- 
ley said.

This has been accomplished, 


he said, largely by creating 
management mechanism and 
setting deadlines for everybody, 
even commissioners. 


Wiley has stressed a program 


of "deregulation," trying 
to 


make rules for broadcasters 
simpler and less cumbersome. 


"We found we had a lot of 


outmoded regulations, a lot of 
unnecessary regulations and we 
changed nearly 400 of them," 
he said. 


Wiley also is trying to cut 


down the length of hearings on 
applications, that sometimes 
take years. "Unless you're 
wealthy, you really can't afford 
to go to hearing," Wiley said. 
"It's almost like losing at the 
outset." 


He wants to get the public 


more involved in the FCC with 
open hearings to answer ques- 
tions, regional meetings, a new 
publication that allows public 
interest groups to know what 
the FCC is doing and allowing 
them to give their views. 


He has been criticized for 


being too involved with staff 
details, but chooses to "let that 
kind of criticism go by because 
I'm going to be an activist 
chairman ... Somebody has to 
provide leadership." 


Wiley works 
long 
hours, 


about 11 hours at the office and 
two or three at home. "I work 
rather late in the evening, so I 
can enjoy a family hour early 
in the evening before the kids 
go to bed," he said. "So I work 
late at night. I have the fortu- 
nate ability not to require a lot 
of sleep, so I get by." 


The FCC has been criticized 


as being too oriented toward 
the broadcasting industry, but 
Wiley denies it, saying "our job 
is to regulate in the public in- 
terest." 


Asked why more criticism 


has come from Capitol Hill on 
this score, he said, "I think 
there's heightened congression- 
al activity falling from the Wa- 
tergate scandal and I don't 
think that altogether bad. I 
think more oversight of the 
regulatory agencies will inevi- 
tably lead to a better regu- 
latory process. I reserve the 
right to disagree with individ- 
ual congressmen or some indi- 
vidual staff members." 


Despite a busy work life, Wi- 


ley watches his son Dave, ty, 
play basketball and football 
and will coach a Little League 
baseball team this summer. He - 
proudly says his team won its 
county championship last year, 
losing 
only one game. He 


watches his 11-year-old daugh- 
ter Pam play soccer and bas- 
ketball. The youngest child is 
Kim, age 4. 


Wiley's FCC term expires 


June 30, 1977,' and he said "I 
haven't made up my mind" 
about the future. Whether he 
stays in government, he said, 
depends on which 
adminis- 


tration is in power. He's a Re- 
publican. 


There has been talk of Wiley 


running for Congress in his 
home state of Illinois, but he 
said, "I have no plans for that. 
"I'm going to serve my term 
out, God willing," he said add- 
ing "let's say President Ford 
willing, too."

aid bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


$3.05-billion foreign aid bill im- 
posing new restrictions on mili- 
tary assistance an tightening 
congressional control of U.S 
arms sales abroad will win Sen- 
ate approval, its sponsors say. 


The Senate is expected to 


vote' today on the measure 
which authorizes funding for a 
$4.4-billion program of military 
grant aid, military credit sales 
and security supporting assist- 
ance, primarily for Middle East 
countries. 


Israel is to receive $2.2 billion 


for the 12 months ending June 
30, Egypt ?700 million, Jordan 
$192 million and Syria $50 mil- 
lion. 


Military aid and U.S. com- 


mercial arms sales could be de- 
nied by either the president or 
Congress to countries engaging 
in violations of human rights, 
discriminating against Ameri- 
can contractors because of race 
or religion, using American 
weapons for other than defense 
or transferring arms to third 
countries without permission. 


The Senate adopted by voice 


vote Tuesday an amendment by 
Sen. Richard Stone, D-Fla., to 
suspend aid to any country aid- 
ing or harboring individuals or 
groups involved in acts of ter- 
rorism outside their own coun- 
tries. 


The Senate also refused to 


modify a provision in the bill 
for annual public disclosure of 
all U.S. arms exports to foreign 
nations.

program involving CBers and 
law enforcement agencies. 


React is an organization of 


persons owning CB equipment 
who wish to help law en- 
forcement 
agencies 
during 


emergencies. The emergency 
could be a lost child or storm 
weather conditions, whenever 
more eyes and ears than the law 
personnel can muster 
are 


needed. Sheriff Jerry Shelton is 
organizing the React unit in 
Navarro County with Robert 
Owen coordinating the project. 


Those who join React must 


pledge to abide by FCC rules 
and by React rules. One of the 
cardinal rules of React, Shelton 
told a gathering of CBers in- 
terested in the program Mon- 
day night is "don't come to the 
scene of an emergency unless 
you are called." 


Shelton said the program has 


great potential, citing the help 
CB operators gave in locating 
two 
juveniles 
who 
had 


burglarized a house in Rice. The 
CB operators helped surround 
the area and conduct a search 
for the two boys who were 
hiding in the rough terrain, 
Shelton said. "We just didn't 
have the personnel to surround 
the area. Most of the credit for 
the boys' capture should go to 
the CBers," Shelton said. 


React members will aid in 


area searches for escaped 
prisoners or criminals if the 
situation calls for it, Shelton 
said. But he emphasized that no 
React member will be allowed 
to carry a gun or drive over the 
speed limit. He also said that if 
a React member was told to 
evacuate an area or not to come 
into an area, the order must be 
strictly followed or the React 
member 
would be expelled 


from the organization. He said 
that if a React member per- 
sisted in breaking the React 
rules and getting in the way of 
law 
enforcement 
efforts, 


charges of obstructing law 
enforcement personnel would 
be filed, 


The organization is strict, 


according to Shelton, but it 
gives a CBer who is interested 
in helping the community and 
using his CB equipment in a 
constructive manner a chance 
to do so. 


There is a $2 fee to join React 


and a shoulder patch and ID 
card will be issued to each 
member.

Business Mirror 


Economy climbing slippery incline 


JOHN CUNNIFF 


NEW YORK (AP) - As 


measured by the numbers, this 
country's economy over the 
past decade has risen to the 
heights, plunged to the depths 
and is now climbing back up a 
slippery incline that has few 
footholds. 


The numbers 
show retail 


sales are moving ahead, indus- 
trial production is rising, the 
job situation is improving, the 
stock market has 
recovered 


lost ground, inflation is tending 
lower and some interest rates 
are half what they were. 


Sometimes we become hypno- 


tized by these numbers, and 
tend to think they are a contin- 
uous measurement of the same 
economic body. But the num- 
bers are mere abstractions, 
bare bones without the flesh of 
memory or emotion, unable to 
distinguish changes in the qual- 
ity. 


A look at the nonstatistical 


record will show that this past 
decade was perhaps even more 
violent than the numbers in re- 
gard 
to 
our 
business 
in- 


stitutions, including retailers, 
airliners, railroads, banks, in- 
surers. 


Property and liability insur- 


ers have lost billions of dollars 
on underwritings over the past 
two years, perhaps more than 
$6 billion in all. Some have 


gone bankrupt, and others are 
looking for support or are ret- 
renching. 


The banking industry has lost 


billions more on bad loans, and 
the names of many banks are 
on various 
official 
problem 


lists. The list of failures, for 
years restricted to relatively 
small institutions, now includes 
giants. 


The stock market took one of 


the deepest dives in its history, 
from 1052 points on the Dow 
Jones industrial average early 
in 1973 to 578 late in 1974, be- 
fore 
beginnin 
an 
unsteady 


climb to its current mid-900 lev- 
el. 


But these stock averages too 


are numbers that disguise the 
carnage, individual and in- 
stitutional. This is a very dif- 
ferent stock market today, even 


if the numbers suggest business 
as usual or, in fact, better than 
usual. 


There are many thousands 


fewer brokers and hundreds 
fewer brokerage houses. While 
the volume sets records, there 
are fewer investors. Most of the 
trading is by funds and trusts 
and other institutions. 


Moreover, the structure of 


the stock market is different. 
The big, individual exchanges 
have lost much of their individ- 
uality, their autonomy, their 
separate identities. We are at- 
tempting to evolve a central 
market place. 


Our three vital financial in- 


stitutions — insurance, banking 
and the stock market — are all 
changed and changing. It is a 
different world today; it is a 
world in transition. Other in- 


dustries too are changing, irre- 
versibly. 


The nation's bankrupt rail- 


roads still haven't been suc- 
cessfully 
reconstructed. 
The 


airline industry, healthy in a 
few areas, generally is buffeted 
by financial turbulence, often 
accompanied by a total absence 
of profits. 


Few people back in the 1960s 


would have believed that the 
Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea 
Co., largest food retailer in the 
nation, and W.T. Grant, one of 
the leading soft goods retailers, 
would fall on bad times. They 
have. 


And the cities. The cities of 


the seventies cannot be viewed 
as they were in the sixties. 
Even to the untrained eye they 
are different. They are finan- 
cially unstable, some of them 


on the verge of bankruptcy. 


You won't find these con- 


trasts in the numbers unless 
you look very closely and have 
an expert to interpret what you 
see. No, the numbers provide a 
sense of continuity when it real- 
ly doesn't exist. 


If you study all the numbers 


you might be inclined to say 
that everything is back to 
where it was, because a lot of 
the numbers have returned to 
their old position, or are head- 
ing in that direction. 


The truth is that we are in a 


vastly different situation today, 
a weaker one in some respects, 
because some old institutions 
are unstable, but a stronger 
one in others, because old prob- 
lems have finally been faced up 
to. 


Those numbers have their 


uses, but we can be lulled by 
their monotony, by their contin- 
uity, into thinking that econom- 
ic life is just a series of ups 
and 
downs. 
It 
isn't: 
vast 


changes have occurred and are 
occurring.

Liberals urging end of parole system

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


group of generally liberal schol- 
ars and politicians today urged 
mandatory prison sentences for 
violent offenders and called for 
an end to tlie parole system. 


The Committee for the Study 


of Incarceration concluded that 
a convicted offender should be 
punished with jail or some less- 
er penalty primarily "because 
he deserves it," not because of 
any hope of rehabilitation. But 
the panel also recommended 
that only the most vicious crim- 
inals should be jailed longer 
than five years. 


The committee's conclusions 


from a four-year study were 


published today in a 
book 


called "Doing Justice." 


Former 
New 
York 
Sen. 


Charles Goodell, now a Wash- 
ington lawyer, was chairman of 
the panel which was formed 
shortly after the 1971 Attica 
prison riot and was financed 
with grants from the Field 
Foundation and the New World 
Foundation.. 


"It may seem surprising that 


a group of liberal professors 
and activists, when faced with 
a choice between trying to 
rehabilitate offenders and pun- 
ishing them as they deserve, 
chose deserved 
punishment," 


Goodell remarked. 


But he said the committee 


concluded "that is the only fair 
basis for sentencing people." 
The committee made no claims 
that its proposal would reduce 
crime. Instead, Goodell said, 
the reforms were offered "as a 
means of making the system 
fairer." 


The committee also included 


Alan Dershowitz, a professor at 
Harvard law school; Herman 
Schwartz, chairman of the New 
York State Correction Commis- 
sion; Eleanor Holmes Norton, 
chairman of the New York City 
Commission on Human Rights; 
Joseph Goldstein, a professor 
at Yale law school; and David 


Rothman, a professor of history 
at Columbia University. 


The committee joined Atty 


Gen. 
Edward H. Levi, other 


government 
officials 
and 
a 


growing number of criminal 
justice experts in the opinion 
that efforts at rehabilitating 
criminals — through vocational 
training or psychological coun- 
seling — have failed to curb 
crime. 


Rehabilitation has been the 


primary goal of sentencing dur- 
ing the recent past, the com- 
mittee noted. 


Instead, the group proposed 


that the principal guide for the 
sentencing process should be a 


theory 
of 
"commensurate 


deserts" — punishing the of- 
fender because he deserves it, 
based on the seriousness of the 
crime and how much of a part 
he played in it. 


The committee recommended 


three types of punishment: 


—For minor crimes and first- 


time offenders, the offender is 
scolded by the court for his 
conduct, given a warning and 
released unconditionally with- 
outfurther supervision. 


—Intermittent confinement, 


such as serving weekends in 
jail for several 
weeks 
or 


months would be applied, for 
example, to "most common 


thefts of personal belongings 
which do not involve the threat 
or risk of violence." 


—Jail sentences of up to five 


years for "intentional and un- 
provoked crimes of violence 
that cause (or are extremely 
likely to cause) grave bodily in- 
jury to the victim" and to the 
most 
serious 
white-collar 


crimes, 
"with sparing 
use 


made of sentences of imprison- 
ment 
for more than three 


years."

MOSCOW (AP) — Izvestia, 


the Soviet government news- 
paper, admitted 
today 
that 


there is "electromagnetic radi- 
ation" in the U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow but said it is below 
minimum health standards in 
the Soviet Union. 


In the first Soviet comment 


on reports of radiation hazards 
at the embassy, Izvestia re- 
jected any suggestion that the 
health of embassy personnel 
was endangered. It blamed the 
reports on "circles that oppose 
the line of maintaining and de- 
veloping good, normal relations 
between the U.S.S.R. and the 
United States." 


Izvestia said it was 
well 


known and normal that "a cer- 


tain 
electromagnetic 
field" 


may develop in big cities be- 
cause of radio and television 
stations, other means of com- 
munication and some industrial 
enterprises. 


It said a joint Soviet-Ameri- 


can check was made at the 
U.S. Embassy and it was found 
that the radiation "is below the 
minimum sanitary standards 
existing in the Soviet Union." 


The embassy said it had no 


comment on any aspect of the 
Izvestia article. 


Reports on radiation at the 


embassy began circulating ear- 
lier this month with word that 
embassy staff members were 
being secretly briefed on the 
subject.

Cuban troops pulling out? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Soviet-backed Popular Move- 
ment for the Liberation of An- 
gola apparently has decided to 
withdraw Cuban troops from 
further combat in a victorious 
advance southward, U.S. offi- 
cials say. 


Halting the Cubans would 


avert a clash with South Afri- 
can forces holding a defense 
line some 21 miles inside the 
African country, officials here 
said Tuesday. 


It would also represent a 


switch in tactics. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger said 
last week that "almost all of 
the fighting was done by Cuban 
forces." 
Other U.S. officials 


now say the Popular Movement 
apparently has decided "to put 
the brake on the Cubans." 


While Cuba sees itself as a 


"liberator" and wants to push 
on toward the border of Nam- 
ibia, which is held by South Af- 
rica, the Soviet Union was said 
to be urging restraint in the in- 
terest of detente 
with 
the 


United States, U.S. officials 
said. 


In another development, an 


aide to Sen. John Tunney, D- 
Calif., claimed to have returned 
from Angola with a secret mes- 
sage for Kissinger from the 
Popular Movement requesting 
talks with the United States. 


William Coughlin told The As- 


sociated Press the 
Marxist 


leaders had offered to meet 
with U.S. officials in Washing- 
ton, Lisbon or elsewhere, with- 
out preconditions, and have for- 
warded assurances that the 
MPLA "will never permit the 
establishment of any foreign 
bases on Angolan soil, air or 
naval, including those of the So- 
viet Union." 


John Trattner, a State De- 


partment spokesman, said "no 
message from the MPI*A has 
arrived or been delivered at the 
State Department." Trattner 
said 
Coughlin and 
another 


Tunney aide "conveyed their 
impressions of their visit to 
Angola" to the department. 


At the same time, Trattner 


said the administration was not 
considering 
recognizing 
the 


Popular Movement as the le- 
gitimate government of Angola. 


"I don't think it has been es- 


tablished who was in charge or 
who controls the situation on 
the ground in Angola," he said. 


"And while Cuban forces sup- 


ported by Soviet arms are still 
fighting there I do not think it 
is appropriate for that to be 
considered." 


France on Tuesday became 


the first major Western power 
to recognize the Soviet-backed 
Popular Movement as the le- 
gitimate government of Angola. 
The Netherlands said it would 
do so "very shortly." 


The seven other members of 


the European Economic Com- 
munity — Britain, West Germa- 
ny, 
Italy, 
Belgium, 


Luxembourg, Ireland and Den- 
mark, will recognize the MPLA 
within a week, Belgium's for- 
eign minister indicated. 


A Stockholm newspaper said 


Sweden would recognize 
the 


Popular 
Movement 
govern- 


ment. Finland also is certain to 
extend recognition. 


At the same time, the House 


International Relations Com- 
mittee approved a new ban on 
U.S. aid to Angola.

Prison has outbreak 


of veneral disease 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - 


A Texas Department of Correc- 
tions spokesman says an out- 
break of venereal disease has 
been confirmed at the depart- 
ment's Ferguson Unit 20 miles 
north of Huntsville. 


Ron Taylor, administrative 


assistant to TDC Director Jim 
Estelle, said Tuesday the de- 
partment is fighting the go- 
norrhea outbreak with medical 
care and increased supervision 
of homosexuals. 


"We became aware of the 


problem last week "when the 
prison hospital reported a high 
number of cases," Taylor said. 


He said the hospital screened 


15 inmates and 
found eight 


cases of the venereal disease. 
He said a mass screening of 
Ferguson's 1,600 inmates was 
ordered and 201 were found to 
be infected. 


Taylor said homosexual con- 


duct among inmates is a pun- 
ishable prison offense but he 
added such conduct will prob- 
ably exist as long as there are 
prisons. 


Dr Ralph Gray, TDC medi- 


cal director, said there was no 
indication of active gonorrhea 
cases at other TDC units. 


Last year $1,178 was con- 


tributed by the eight towns that 
participated. Miss Yielding is 
hopeful that this year's report 
will be even better since there 
are more communities par- 
ticipating. She feels that these 
are an integral part of the 
overall campaign and is ap- 
preciative of the cooperation 
she is receiving.
